’SVe are paying, I suppose, in this March-like April, for 
the remarkably mild weather of last Winter. I write 
in the midst of a storm, the culmination of ten days 
of chilly North-east winds, with two inches of snow 
saturated with rain on the ground. And perhaps your j 
situation is no better. Alas for those of our soldiers 
who have either to march, or only to “ stand and wait,’ 
in sneh wet above and mud below. 

"You have heard, of course, of the Great Music Hall 
Organjif Boston. But if you“suppose that the hub of 
the universe has only one Great Organ, you are very 
greatly in error. We have two instrnmenta of that 
class, each better than the other, if the claims made 
by the friends of each can he trusted. The second (in 
order of time) is of domestic manufacture, built by the 
veteran Hook, of this city, expressely for the Church of | 
the Immaculate Conception. This Church,’you must 
understand, represents not the old Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion, bnt the new one ; having been bnilt and dedicated 
honor of the dogma invented by the present Pope, 
and made by him an essential portion of the Koman 
Catholic faith—the immaculate conception of the 'Yirgi 
Mary. It la the largest and handsomest church in th 
city, and so, no doubt, deserves the best oi^an, which 
it is now claimed to possess. 

This instrument does not pretend to compete with the 
Music Hall Organ in external gorgeonsness; but 
purity and beauty of tone, which after all is the 
main point, very competent judges consider it su¬ 
perior. It *hs8 already given, to the full satis 
faction of mnsical connoissenrs, several of the 
great masterpieces of the mnsic of the Catholic church. 
The last of these was Mozart’s famons Heqniem. per¬ 
formed at the funeral of Mr. Andrew Carney, a wealthy, 
benevolent and devont member of that church, an(i!(ic-r' 
formed with true feeling and expression, as well as 
with the highest mechanical skill. 

The proprietors of the Music Hall have thus far been 
successful in the series of high-priced concerts by 
which they are paying the cost of their elephant. The 
advent of their organ has checked, for a time, the pro¬ 
gress which we were making towards the excellent 
German custom of giving a worthy rendering of the 
very best music at a moderate price ; so that this high 
enjoyment and refining influence could be shared hy 
the poor as well as the rich. But the lapse of a year 
so will restore the proper eqnilibrinm, and the 
owners of the music-monster will find it better to show 
him at a moderate price than have their ball left 
vacant 

The Twenty-eighth Congregational Society of Boston, 
who for BO many years occupied the Music Hall on 
Snndays, but who do not choose to pay the exorbitant 
price at present demanded for it, have just taken a 
lease of the Melodeon, a hall smaller than they wish, 
bufin other respects more convenient for their Snnday 
services than any other now vacant. They will pat it 
in oomplete order for this purpose, and let it, daring 
the week days and evenings, for occupancy as a 
concert-room, for scientific or other lectures, or for 
the holding of religions or reformatory meetings, for 
all which purposes it is well adapted. 

It may well be supposed that this Society did not at 
once find a person such as they wished to put in the 
place so long and so worthily filled by Theodore 
Parker. Through the years that have passed since his 
departure, the -Standing Committee have constantly 
snpplied the pulpit with the best accessible talent and 
wisdom. They have had, by turns, the best of the 
clergy, orthodox and heterodox, and disconraes from the 
wisest and most eloquent laymen. The result is, as 
they think, that the average of their preaching has 
been far higher, whether judged hy an intellectual, a 
moral, or a religious standard, than that of any other 
pnlpit in Boston. The special pastoral relation, how' 
rer, remains unfilled, and they have always proposed 
I fill it when the right man should appear. 

A few months ago, they invited Rev. Robert Collyer 
of Chicago to be their minister. The conflict between 
the attractions of this call and the ties of afihetion 
which bound him to his Western parish was so strong, 
that he gave the matter a prolonged consideration, but 
finally decided to remain in Chicago. By a curious 
eoincidence, the discourse delivered by Wendell 
Phillips before the 28th Society on Snnday morning, 
immediately preceding the parish meeting at which Mr- 
Collyer’s letter of declinature was read, was founded on 
the present position of the Society, and gave a most in¬ 
structive detail of its advantages as well as its duties. 
His ground, briefly stated, was that the central idea 
of American civilization (not clearly recognized, but 
actually operative from the first), was that man could 
trusted ; and that God gave him, with the power of 
thought, the duty to think. He understood the object 
of this organization to be to receive truth from any 
quarter, and to seek it ih all directions, believing the 
common heart of humanity to be the best teacher. The 
existence of an organization here, accustomed to hold 
this ground, and determined still to hold it, he thought 
e last, best fruit of the civilization of New Eng- 
Free comparison of ideas, he said, U God’s Nor¬ 
mal School for intellectual progress. And it is through 
the influence of such toleration and comparison that j 
New England is the firmest of people.-, auJ the most 
progressive in all good things. 

I understand that ths Twenty-eighth Congregational 
Society have now under consideration two highly gifted 
classical gentlemen as possible candidates for the pasto¬ 
rate. If the right man do not yet appear, they can at 
least go on quietly in their accustomed way j and they 
have the satisfaction of finding that this method, betides 
feeding their own minds and souls, attracts the beat I 
and moat cultored minds in the comsannity, belonging I 
to other religions connections, to bear from time 
time the lay or clerical preacher officiating at the Me- 

Siuce I have tonebed upon one extreme of tbeolt^- 
-cal and ecclesiastical position,^it may be well to give a 
glance at the other.

Congregationalism, two Presbyterian churches, the 
very types of old-fogyism; men who believe so 
thoroughly in the doctrine that “ the old is better,” tliat 
the only inconsistency of their position is in adopting 
Christianity as their faith, instead of one of the 
ligions that preceded it. Who do you think has just 
been invited by one of these Churches to be its i 
ter?

Edward P. Hum¬ 
phrey, who, for a quarter of a’century past, has chosen j 
to live among slaveholders in Kentucky, and who haa 
always made himself acceptable to them, at first as a 
parish minister, and of late years as Professor in Dan¬ 
ville Theological Saminaev. What sort of teaching in 
religion and morality is to be expected of such a man 1

few days, but the threatening portion is now removed. 

The Winthrop House was originally formed by the 
enlargment and transformation of three large and hand¬ 
some private dwelling houses. It will be remembered 
by many of yonr readers that, in consequence of an in¬ 
veterate habit of the United States’ Court in Boston to 
use its Court-house as a slave-pen, that body was re¬ 
fused any longer occupancy of the Boston Court-house, 
and was obliged to find quarters elsewhere. A private 
house in Bowdoin Square was at first hired for a Court- ] 
house, and afterwards the stone buUding at the corner 
of Temple Place, long known as the Masonic Temple, 
was bougnt by the United States for this purpose. The 
Grand Lodge of Freemasons of Massachusetts, after 
selUng the Temple, bought the Winthrop House estate, 
and, leaving a portion of it for occupancy as a Hotel, 
fitted up the remainder in the raanoer required for 
Masonic purposes. The portion thus reserved consisted 
of three large halls, with the necessary ante-rooms, 


three armories for the encampments of Knights Temp¬ 
lars, a large Banquet Hall, and smaUer apartments, in 
all amounting to thirty, for the grand functionaries, 
high, low and intermediate, of the Grand Lodge, and 
for storing the “ regalia” (so called) and, the greater and 
lesser mysteries of the craft. These, with their con¬ 
tents, old and new, representing a very large expendi¬ 
ture of money, were entirely destroyed by the fire. It 
is thought that the Grand Lodge will rebuild on the 
spot, and perhaps use the whole of the new 
premises for Masonic purposes. This will probably 
suit them better than to build, according to Gowper’s 
suggestion—” a lodge in some vast wilderness.” 

The money thfis far raised through this city for the 
sufferers in East Tennessee, has reached the sum of 
$82,«00. 

News has just reached us of the death, in Philadel¬ 
phia, of William D. Ticknor, senior partner of the well 
known publishing house of Ticknor and Fields. He 
was distinguished for successful enterprise in business. 

The Free City Hospital of Boston, a large and fine 
structure on Harrison Avenue, fronting Worcester 
street, is understood to be nearly ready for occupancy.

It is a pleasing coincidence, that the Senate' passed 
to its third reading the joint resolution for aa anti- 
slavery amendment of the Constitution the same day 
on which Mr. Thompson spoke in the CapitoL It is to 
the everlasting credit of that body that on Friday, 
April 8, it passed this resolution by a vote of 38 to 6. 
So much lias been effected by long days of frothing on 
the part of the champions of the tottering system. The 
following is the glorious resolution : 

4 -*' By the Senate and Honse of Repre. 

sentaUves of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, two-thirds of both Honses concurring, that i 
tne lollowing article be proposed to the Legislatures of 
* 4 ° se^wal States as an amendment to the Ccnstltution 
of the United States, which, when ratified by three- 
fourths of said Legislatures, shall be valid to all intents 
»ud pur^ses as part of the said Constitution, namely : 

Art. XIII.—Section 1. Neither slavery nor involun- 
taiy servitude, except as a punishment for crime, 
vtnereof the party shall have been duly convicted, shall 
exist within the United States, or any place subject to 
their jnrisdiction. 

Section 2. Congress shall have power to euforce this 
article by appropriate legUlation.

A novelty in onr American legislation is the bill 
introduced to the House from the Select Committee on 
thesnhjectjhy Mr.Pendleton (Dem.) of Ohio, which pro¬ 
vides : 

That the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Secretary of the Interior, the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral and the Postmaster-General shall bo entitled to 
occjfpy seats on the floor of the House of Represents. 
tidl)S, with the^ight to participate in debate upon mat- 
-elatiog to the business ’connected with their re- 
.iVB Orpartments. under such rales as may be pre¬ 
scribed by the Honse. 

The bill further providoa that the said Secretaries, 
the Attorney-General and Postmaster-General shall 
attend the sessions of the House of Representatives 
immediately on the opening of the sittings on Mondays 
and Thursdays of each week, to give information in 
reply to the questions which may be propounded to 
them under the rules of the Honse. 

The National Banking Bill was defeated in the Honse 
on the same day, April 6th, having been so transformed 
by amendment as to become nnsatisfactory to its 
author. On motion of Thaddens Stevens, it was laid 
on the table by a vote of 89 to 44. 

In the Senate on Thursday, Mr. Saulsbnry, of Dela¬ 
ware, gave vent to the following : 

Resolved, That the Chaplain of the Senate be re¬ 
quested hereafter to pray and supplicate Almighty 
God in our behalf, and not to lecture him, informing 
UuD, under pretence of prayer, of his, said Chaplain’s, 
opinion, in reference to His duty as the Almighty ; and 
that the said Chaplain be further requested, as afore¬ 
said, not under the form of prayer to lecture the 
Senate in relation to questions before the body.

“ He indorsed every word that the gentleman from 
Ohio (Hr. Long) bad uttered, and wonld stand by him 
for weal or woe. You say that the gentleman (Mr. 
Long) meant treason at the very moment that you say 
be wai sincere and honest He was willing to go 
with bis friend (Mr. Long) anywbera on this issue. 
Gould not a man say when a war ia carried on to ex¬ 
terminate a people, that he would rather have peace, 
thus ssving lives on both sides t We were a ground 
down people. He (Mr. Harris) was a peace man—a 
radicii peace man. He was for recognizing the 
Southern Confederacy, and for acquiescing in the doc¬ 
trine of secession.

It had extensive cotton works and 
splendid buildings, all of which were destroyed. One 
negro and four children were burned in the buUdings. 

The 1st Massachusetts Cavalry (colored), 600 strong, 
quartered near the plantation, mantained a fight with 
the rebels until 8 o’clock in the morning, when they 
charged and repulsed the enemy, numbering 1,500 
strong. 

Our loss was 16 killed. The rebel loss is unknown, 
but 10 killed and wounded vrere left in our hands. 

The Plantation had been leased by the government, 
and was being eirtensively worked by the lessee.
